CALEDONIA,  ® 


The  Gold  Field  of  Nova  Scotia. 


CALEDONIA  CORNER  is  the  central  point  of  Gold  Mining 
districts  of  Queens  County,  Nova  Scotia.  This  village  is 
situated  on  the  shore  of  a  beautiful  lake,  and  has  many  pleas- 
ant drives  round  about  it.  It  can  boast  of  several  churches,  a  hotel, 
a  half  dozen  stores  and  a  newspaper.  Many  tourists  will  find  a  prof- 
itable and  interesting  diversion  in  visiting  the  various  gold  mines 
within   easy   reach   of  their   boarding  places. 

The  gold-bearing  ore  is  very  ordinary  looking  white  quartz  or 
flint.  It  is  taken  from  veins  or  leads  of  this  material  that  are  found 
running  through  the  solid  country  rock  of  slate  and  quartzite. 

These  veins  vary  in  thickness  from  two  inches  to  two  feet,  and 
are  not  many  degrees,  as  a  rule,  from  perpendicular.  As  yet  none  of 
them  have  been  worked  to  a  greater  depth  than  one  hundred  and 
fifty  feet ;  and  this  for  lack  of  time  only,  as  all  the  mines  have  been 
opened  within  two  years  with  one  exception. 

The  ore,  for  the  most  part,  contains  free  gold,  visible  to  the  eye, 
and  often  affording  beautiful  specimens  worth  many  dollars  each. 

The  quartz  is  treated  by  crushing  it  into  fine  mud,  in  the  presence 
of  water,  by  iron  stamps.  The  gold  is  thus  set  free  and  saved  in  the 
usual  way  by  amalgamating  with  quicksilver.  The  whole  process  is 
curious  and  interesting,  and  well  repays  an  intelligent  sight-seer  for 
a  few  days  of  travel  and  observation. 

There  are  four  districts  where  mining  is  actively  going  on.  The 
largest  operation  is  on  the  shores  of  Penhorn  Lake.  It  is  distant 
from  Caledonia  Corner,  by  wagon  road,  nine  miles,  or  five  by  wagon 
and  four  by  boat— steaming,  rowing  or  sailing,  as  one  prefers.  The 
lake  itself  is  a  "thing  of  beauty,"  embosomed  among  the  wild  and 
verdant  hills  that  are  clothed  in  their  primeval  forests.  It  is  nine 
miles  in  length  and  about  four  in  width.  The  mines  of  the  Molega 
Mining  Company  are  situated  on  the  shores  of  this  lake.  The  prop- 
erty consists  of  many  veins,  irom  which  ore  is  being  mined,  and  a 
large  twenty  stamp  mill  in  full  operation.  About  two  hundred  men 
are  employed,  and  quite  an  extensive  mining  village  has  sprung  up 
in  true  western  fashion. 

One  half  mile  to  the  eastward  of  this  Molega  Mine  is  the  property 
of  the  "Parker  Douglas  Mining  Company  "  of  Philadelphia.  Upon 
it  is  a  fine  ten  stamp  mill,  and  many  shafts  and  underground  works 
are  busy  with  miners  taking  out  the  precious  ore.  This  property  is 
connected  by  carriage  read  with  the  Molega  Mine  ;  the  road  also  ex- 
tends a  half  mile  further  eastward  to  the  mines  and  mill  of  the  Minne- 
apolis Mining  Company,  of  Minneapolis  and  Philadelphia.  Here  is  a 
twenty  stamp  mill  in  operation,  a  good  deal  of  mining  activity  and 
quite  a  village  of  substantial  cottages,  all  built  upon  the  wooded  mar- 
gin of  a  charming  lake,  hidden  away  in  the  seclusion  of  the  great  forest

of  beech  and  oak  ami  hemlock  and  pine.  It  contains  about  ten  square 
miles,  and  has  long  been  famous  for  its  beautiful  scenery  and  fine 
fishing  grounds.  No  more  restful  spot  can  be  found  than  the  secluded 
islands  and  sylvan  shores  of  this  liquid  gem  that  the  Indians  named 
luck,  or  the  wonderful  lake. 

From  Caledonia  Corner  to  North  Brookfield  is  a  distance  of  eight 
miles.  At  that  point  are  the  mines  of  the  "  Philadelphia  Gold  Mining 
Company  ."'  One  rich  lead  is  being  worked  and  a  ten  stamp  mill  is 
in  operation.  While  the  place  has  not  the  scenic  beauty  of  the  other 
localities,  yet  it  is  well   worth  a  visit   by  parties  who  like  a  variety. 

Abuit  eight  miles  from  Caledonia  is  the  village  of  Westfield, 
easily  reached  by  carriage.  It  is  quite  a  beautiful  locality,  with  its 
clear  river  winding  through  the  old  woodlands.  Here  is  being  erected 
ge  building,  roasting  furnaces  and  chemical  works  for  the  treat- 
ment of  another  class  of  gold-bearing  ores.  When  in  full  operation 
this  point  will  well  repay  a  visit. 

Six  miles  to  the  westward  of  Caledonia  Corner  are  the  three 
Whiteburne  Mines.  The  McGuire  Mine  is  famous  for  its  rich  ores. 
The  others  are  in  the  hands  of  owners  who  appreciate  them,  and  are 
all  well  worth  the  day  that  it  will  take  to  look  them  over.  On  the 
first  named  of  the  three  there  is  a  fine  stamp  mill,  on  the  others  there 
are  ten  stamp  mills. 

Besides  the  mines,  this  whole  region  of  one  thousand  square 
miles  is  a  perfect  paradise  for  tired  city  people  who  do  not  care  for 
the  rush  of  great  watering  places,  neither  can  afford  the  expense  of 
seaside  cottages,  nor  hotels  in  the  mountains. 

An  hour  or  two  from  Caledonia  Corner  will  take  one  into  the 
unbroken  forest  by  the  shores  of  woodland  lakes  and  limpid  brooks, 
where  the  sportsman  will  find  trout  in  the  streams  and  game  on  the 
land.  Good  guides  and  trustworthy  servants  can  always  be  had  for 
a  reasonable  remuneration. 

The  weather  is  generally  cool  and  restful. 

Twenty-seven  miles  from  Caledonia  by  an  excellent  stage  road 
is  the  fine  old  town  of  Liverpool,  situated  on  the  shores  of  a  beautiful 
harbor,  quite  famous  for  its  excellent  fishing  grounds.  Good  accom- 
modations can  be  found  there,  and  one  who  likes  the  salt  "sounding 
sea"  and  all  its  associations,  will  find  Liverpool  a  good  enough 
resting  place  for  a  vacation. 

At  Caledonia  Corner  there  is  but  one  hotel,  the  Caledonia  House, 
and  it  will  meet  the  expectations  of  reasonable  people.  Private 
families  can  also  be  found  to  accommodate  tourists.  From  the  wharf 
in  Annapolis  to  Caledonia  Corner,  a  distance  of  forty  miles,  a  stage 
runs  daily.  Caledonia  Corner  has  telegraphic  communication  with 
all  the  world  and  several  daily  mails  from  different  directions.

AT  THE  ENTRANCE  of  the  Bay  of  Fundy  is  the  large  island 
of  Grand  Manan.  It  belongs  to  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  and 
is  nine  miles  distant  from  the  extreme  coast  of  Maine.  This 
western  shore  is  about  twenty  miles  long,  of  massive,  perpendicular 
cliffs.  On  the  eastern  side  are  several  villages  lying  upon  pleasant 
coves,  and  beaches  with  wharves  and  landings,  and  fringed  with 
numerous  smaller  islands.  For  grand  and  rugged  coast  scenery  the 
place  is  unsurpassed.  The  towering  cliffs  rise  in  sheer  ascent  three 
or  four  hundred  feet  from  the  surf-beaten  base,  at  one  point  stratified 
with  geometric  lines  of  perfect  masonry,  and  at  others  displaying  the 
richest  hues.  The  bold  promontories  take  on  strange  giant-shapes. 
One  of  marked  peculiarity  is  recognized  as  the  Bishop,  while  to 
another  the  artists  have  given  the  appropriate  name  of  Southern 
Cross,  of  which  an  illustration  is  given.

AMONG  the  intelligent  classes  from  which  American  tourists 
arc  recruited,  the  quiet  scenes  wherein  Longfellow  set  the 
initial  events  of  his  immortal  historical  poem  of  Evangeline — 
the  land  of  Acadia— will  always  have  a  subtle  charm.  Aside  from 
this  advantage,  however,  the  Valley  of  Annapolis  and  the  Basin  of 
Minis  have  scenic  attractions  which  must  always  tempt  the  stranger 
in  this  direction. 

The  traveler  who  has  already  seen  the  handsome  city  of  St.  John 
and  its  vicinage,  may  reach  Annapolis  by  a  coastwise  trip  of  twenty- 
six  hours  from  Boston,  leaving  Boston  Mondays  and  Thursdays 
8.30  a.m. 

The  alternative,  in  this  case  a  most  agreeable  one,  is  the  tri- 
weekly service  of  this  Line  between  Boston  and  St.  John,  touching  at 
Portland  and  Eastport,  connecting  at  St.  John  with  a  steamer  for 
Scotia,  about  forty  miles'  sail. 

These  routes,  with  either  taken  in  reverse,  form  the  most  agree- 
able possible  marine  tour  upon  the  Atlantic  coast,  a  single  week 
thus  spent  admitting  of  a  trip  through  the  "  Land  of  Evangeline"  to 
Halifax,  and  a  look  at  Prince  Edward  Island  and  New  Brunswick. 

The  approach  to  the  Basin  of  Annapolis  from  the  broad  waters  of 
the  Bay  of  Fundy  is  imposing.  At  opposite  extremes  of  this  placid 
Sound  are  the  towns  of  Digby,  quite  famous  as  a  summering  point, 
and  Annapolis,  the  western  terminus  of  the  Windsor  &  Annapolis 
Railway.  This  is  a  land  of  fruit,  and  the  harvest  scenes  in  October 
are  pleasant  to  the  eyes  of  the  wayfarer.  Midway  in  the  transit  to 
the  gray  old  city  of  Halifax  is  the  immediate  scene,  at  Grand  Pre, 
looking  out  upon  the  Basin  of  Minas  and  Cape  Blomidon,  where  oc- 
curred the  embarkation  of  the  unhappy  Acadians. 

Halifax,  the  only  point  upon  the  Continent  garrisoned  by  British 
regular  troops,  is  a  city  which  will  "grow"  upon  the  visitor,  as  its 
many  beautiful  outlooks  and  lovely  environments  become  familiar. 
The  great  fort  and  the  grim  ships  of  war  are  open  to  the  public,  and 
the  Wildwood  Park  is  easy  of  access.  Ladies  will  appreciate  the  at- 
tractive shops,  which  here  offer  many  pleasant  and  unfamiliar  sou- 
venirs of  a  summer  visit. 

Leaving  Halifax  for  the  north,  the  railway  to  Pictou,  famous  for 
its  stone,  and  Cape  Breton,  across  the  Strait  of  Canso,  is  met  at  Truro. 
Here  the  choice  may  be  made  of  a  trip  from  Pictou  to  Charlottetown, 
a  railway  ride  through  the  heart  of  Prince  Edward  Island  to  Summer- 
side  and  a  short  sail,  thence  back  to  the  "continent"  at  Point  du 
Chene,  and  the  main  line  of  the  Intercolonial  Railway  at  Painsec  ;  or 
a  direct  run  across  the  isthmus,  which  makes  Nova  Scotia  a  peninsula 
rather  than  an  island,  to  Moncton. 

This  is  the  focal  point  for  all  of  the  vast  travel  over  the  Inter- 
colonial system  of  railways. 

Through  sleeping  car  trains  leave  Halifax,  connecting  here  with 
a  train  from  St.  John  and  the  West,  and  continuing  to  Quebec. 

The  splendid  fishing  and  gunning  upon  the  eastern  coast  of  New 
Brunswick  have  lony  made  that  region  popular  with  sportsmen. 

Caribou-hunting,  sta-trout  fishing  in  the  salt-water  bays,  and 
salmon-killing  in  the  sparkling  streams,  make  this  a  hunter's  paradise. 

The  route  to  Quebec  along  the  southern  shore  of  the  vast  Lower 
St.  Lawrence  River,  carries  the  traveler  past  Rimouski  and  Cacouna, 
both  resorts  much  visited  by  inland  Canadians.  From  Riviere  du 
Loup,  the  port  of  Cacouna,  a  daily  steamer  will  convey  the  excur- 
sionist across  to  Tadousac.at  the  rock-bound  portal  of  the  Saguenay, 
and  up  into  the  midst  of  the  stupendous  scenery  of  that  majestic- 
river.  From  Chicoutimi,  at  the  head  of  navigation,  a  new  railway 
will  quickly  transport  tourists  to  Quebec,  or  the  return  may  be  made 
by  steamer  down  the  Saguenay  and  up  the  St.  Lawrence,  touching 
at  Murray  Bay  and  other  centres  of  summer  life  en  route. 

The  entire  tour,  as  herein  outlined,  may  be  advantageously  taken 
n  reverse  by  parties  from  the  West  with  equal  facility  and  pleasure.
